WASHINGTON I Like a general 
whose direct attacks aren’t work- 
ing, scientists are now trying to 
outflank the HIV/AIDS virus. 

Having failed to develop a 
vaccine that would cause the 
body’s natural 

M immune system 
to battle the virus, 
researchers are 
testing inserting a 
gene into the mus- 
cle that can cause 
it to produce pro- 
tective antibodies 
against HIV. 
Thenewmeth- 
od worked in mice and now has 
proved successful in monkeys, 
too, researchers reported Sunday 
in the journal Nature Medicine.

President is heckled 
for abortion views 
at Notre Dame event 

SOUTH BEND, IND. I President 
Obama strode head-on Sunday 
into the stormy abortion debate 
and told graduates at America’s 
leading Roman Catholic university 
that both sides must stop demon- 
izing one another. 

Obama acknowledged that 
“no matter how much we want to 
fudge it ... the fact is that at some 
level, the views of the two camps 
are irreconcilable.” But he still 
implored the University of Notre 
Dame’s graduating class and all 
in the U.S. to stop “reducing those 
with differing views to caricature. 
Open hearts. Open minds. Fair- 
minded words. It’s a way of life 
that always has been the Notre 
Dame tradition.” 

One of the noisiest controver- 
sies of his young presidency flared 
after Obama, who supports abor- 
tion rights, was invited to speak at 
the school and receive an honor- 
ary degree. “I do not suggest that 
the debate surrounding abortion 


can or should go away,” the presi- 
dent said. 

The Rev. John Jenkins, Notre 
Dame’s president, introduced 
Obama and praised him for not 
being “someone who stops talking 
to those who disagree with him.” 

Ahead of Obama’s address, at 
least 27 people were arrested on 


trespassing charges. They includ- 
ed Norma McCorvey, the plaintiff 
identified as “Roe” in the Roe v. 
Wade Supreme Court decision that 
legalized abortion. She now oppos- 
es abortion and joined more than 
300 anti-abortion demonstrators 
at the school’s front gate. 

More than half held signs, some 


declaring “Shame on Notre Dame” 
and “Stop Abortion Now.” 

Obama entered the arena to 
applause and a standing ovation 
from many in the crowd. But as 
the president began his address, 
at least three protesters interrupt- 
ed it. One yelled, “Stop killing our 
children.” julie pace (a p)

H 0 U S T 0 N I Spacewalkers’ specially 
designed tools couldn’t dislodge a 
balky bolt interfering with repairs 
Sunday at the Hubble Space Tele- 
scope, so they took an approach 
more familiar to people putter- 
ing around down on Earth: use 
brute force. 

And it worked. 

Atlantis astronaut Michael 
Massimino couldn’t remove one 
bolt attaching a hand rail to the 
outside of a scientific instrument 
he needed to fix. The rail had to be 
removed or at least bent out of the 
way. And that was only the begin- 
ning of a hard-luck day. 

When several tries with differ- 
ent expensive tools couldn’t remove 
the stripped-out bolt, Mission Con- 
trol in Houston told Massimino to 


go for the less precise yank. 

Astronauts were careful to tape 
pieces so they wouldn’t fly away 
and become potential missiles. 
“This is like tying branches 


together in Boy Scouts,” fellow 
spacewalker Michael Good said. 

And while Atlantis was out 
of video contact 350 miles above 
Earth, controllers in Houston

could only listen as Massimino 
took a breath and pulled. 

After a second of silence, Mas- 
simino calmly said: “disposal bag, 
please.” 

After nearly two hours of work 
on the balky bolt, astronauts went 
back to the plan to bring a science 
instrument back from the dead. 
They took a breather, then began 
working on the Space Telescope 
Imaging Spectrograph, disabled by 
a power failure five years ago. 

Three of the four Hubble space- 
walks so far this mission have been 
delayed by problems, such as stub- 
born bolts and objects that wouldn’t 
fit. A final spacewalk is set for Mon- 
day. SETH BORENSTEIN (AP)

PLAINSBORO, N.J. I A group of 
American Muslims, led by two 
prominent scholars, is moving clos- 
er to fulfilling a vision of found- 
ing the first four-year accredit- 
ed Islamic college in the United 
States, what some are calling a 
“Muslim Georgetown.” 

Advisers to the project have 
scheduled a June vote to decide 
whether the proposed Zaytuna 
College can open in the fall of next 
year, a major step toward develop- 
ing the faith in America. 

Imam Zaid Shakir and Sheik 
Hamza Yusuf of California have 
spent years planning the school, 
which will offer a liberal arts edu- 
cation and training in Islamic 
scholarship. Shakir, a California 
native, sees the school in the tra- 
dition of other religious groups 
that formed universities to educate 
leaders and carve a space in the 
mainstream of American life. 

“As a faith community, our 


needs aren’t any different than the 
needs of any other faith communi- 
ty,” Shakir told the Council for the 
Advancement of Muslim Profes- 
sionals, as he sought donations in 
New Jersey. “As Muslims, we need

to develop institutions to allow us 
to perpetuate our values.” 

Zaytuna College will start with 
two majors: Arabic language, and 
Islamic legal and theological stud- 
ies.

Zaytuna will start in Berkeley 
and will seek accreditation from 
the Western Association of Schools 
and Colleges. All faiths will be 
welcome, academic freedom will 
be protected, and there will be no 
separation of men and women, said 
Hatem Bazian, a Zaytuna adviser.

Join Parliament 


Females win powerful 
positions for first time 
in country’s history 

KUWAIT CITY I Kuwaitis elected 
female parliament members for the 
first time and rejected a number of 
Islamic fundamentalist candidates 
in a weekend vote that many hoped 
would bring stability to the coun- 
try’s rocky political scene. 

Women gained the right to 
vote and run for office in 2005 but 
failed in two previous elections to 
win seats in the 50 -member par- 
liament. Four women were elected 
in Saturday’s vote, according to 
official results read by judges on 
state- owned TV on Sunday. 

Kuwait has led the region in 
giving its people democratic rights. 
It has an elected parliament that 
wields considerable power, but the 
Cabinet is still chosen and led by 
a ruling family. 

Radical religious politicians 
have fought against extending polit-

ICC judges summon

UNITED NATIONS I The Internation- 
al Criminal Court’s pretrial judges 
have summoned three Sudanese 
rebel leaders to appear before 
the Hague-based tribunal to face 
charges of ordering a deadly attack 
against African Union peacekeep- 
ers in Darfur more than 18 months 


ago, according to sources close to 
the court. 

It is the first 
time that Dar- 
fur’s rebels have 
been charged 
with war crimes 
since the court 
opened its inves- 
tigation into 
mass violence 
in Darfur in 2005. Until now, the 
court’s chief prosecutor, Luis More- 


no-Ocampo, has focused primarily 
on the Sudanese government’s role 
in atrocities, issuing arrest war- 
rants for Sudan’s President, Omar 
Hassan al-Bashir, a top aide and 
an allied militia leader. 

The court’s pretrial judges 
issued a sealed ruling on May 
7 that there were “reasonable 
grounds” to believe that the three 
rebel officers committed war 
crimes when they led a September, 
29, 2007, raid on an African Union 


compound in Haskanita, Darfur, 
killing 12 peacekeepers. 

One of the accused command- 
ers, Bahar Idris Abu Garda, who 
now heads the breakaway rebel 
United Resistance Front, vol- 
untarily surrendered himself to 
the court. 

He is scheduled to appear 
Monday before the court, where 
he is charged with three counts 
of war crimes, including murder.

If you’ve considered 
biking to work, don’t 
let these 4 excuses 
stand in your way 

NEW YORK I Bike to work, save 
money, get fit, help the environ- 
ment. It seems like a no-brainer, 
yet you still drive to the office 
every day. 

One reason for putting off a 
bike-to-work resolution might be 
all the logistics involved, such as 
where to store your bike and how 
to get your belongings to and from 
the office. 

If the goal is to save money, 


you might be reluctant to spend 
hundreds of dollars on a bike and 
equipment before knowing you 
can stick with the habit. 

All are valid reservations, but 
none is necessarily a deal break- 
er. As the weather warms up, the 
reasons for procrastinating are 
dwindling. Here’s a rundown of 
some common excuses and why 
they shouldn’t stop you. 

I’m not sure it’s right for me 

It’s natural to think twice about any 
major purchase; you don’t want a 
shiny new bike sitting around in 
a dusty corner of your home.

The stipend was made avail- 
able under legislation passed last 
year, which gives companies tax 
credits if they decide to offer the 
allowance. It’s worth asking about; 
your employer simply might not 
know about it. 

The regular exercise could also 
let you cut a pricey gym member- 
ship.

Pimlico’s beer policy 
change severely cuts 
into race attendance

was set up for the usual huge 
crowd. The stage for ZZ Top was 
ready, the security guards in place 
and the vendors eager to hawk 
their beer, food and souvenirs. 

Only one thing was missing: 
people. 

The new policy prohibiting 
fans from bringing in their own 
beer severely cut into the atten- 
dance Saturday at Pimlico Race 
Course. Sections of the infield 
ordinarily jammed with teenag- 
ers, rowdy young men and scantily 
clad women remained completely 
empty. Lines at the portable toilets, 
concession stands and souvenir 
shops were nonexistent. 

That might seem like a good 
thing to those in attendance. But 


many rated the new format a com- 
plete dud. 

“They need to bring back the 
coolers, bring back the party. 
There’s nothing going on here,” 


said Wallace Moore, 28, who set 
up his chair about 30 feet from the 
track. “Last year, I couldn’t even 
find a spot to sit down. Now I’ve 
got my pick of anywhere.”

The attendance at Pimlico Race 
Course Saturday, down from II2K last 
year, which was down 7.5% from 2007. 

The policy change was designed 
to create a different environment 
in the anything-goes infield, where 
fans running atop the portable toi- 
lets became stars in YouTube vid- 
eos and others lobbed full cans of 
beer at one another. 

“It needed to change,” Tom 
Chuckas, chief operating officer 
of the Maryland Jockey Club, 
said. “We tried to reduce some of 
the craziness, but tradition is very 
difficult to change, and culture is 
difficult to change.” 

Chuckas acknowledged that the 
change would cost Pimlico at the 
ticket and betting windows. But he 
insisted the track will never again 
allow fans to bring their own beer.

Sri Lanka Rebels Admit Defeat 


Fierce civil war reaches ‘bitter end’ after a quarter-century 


COLOMBO, SRI LANKA I The Tamil Tigers 
admitted defeat Sunday in their fierce 
quarter- century war for a separate home- 
land as government forces raced to clear 
the last pockets of rebel resistance from 
the war zone in the north. 

Far from the battlefield, thousands of 
Sri Lankans danced in the streets of Colom- 
bo, celebrating the stunning collapse of one 
of the world’s most sophisticated insurgen- 


cies. But with rebel leader Velupillai Prab- 
hakaran still at large, the threat of renewed 
guerrilla warfare remained. 

The Tamil Tigers once controlled a 
shadow state complete with courts, police 
and a tax system across a wide swath of the 
north. By Sunday, troops had surrounded the 
remaining rebels in a 0.4 -square-mile patch 


of land and were fighting off suicide bombs 
and other attacks, the military said. 

Military spokesman Brig. Udaya 
Nanayakkara said the civilians trapped in 
the war zone — 63,000 in all — fled to safety 
during the past 72 hours. But rebel official 
Selvarasa Pathmanathan said the bodies of 
thousands of wounded and slain civilians lay 
strewn across the war zone. “This battle has 
reached its bitter end,” he said, (ap)

Sri Lankans Celebrate War’s End 


Threat of renewed 
battle remains despite 
Tamil Tigers’ defeat 

COLOMBO, SRI LANKA I Clouds 
of black smoke drifted over the 
remnants of the shadow state 
the Tamil Tiger rebels had pre- 
viously controlled across north- 
ern Sri Lanka. The once-feared 
insurgent group lay in tatters, its 
dreams of a homeland for minor- 
ity Tamils dashed. 

Far from the battlefield, thou- 
sands of Sri Lankans danced in 
the streets of Colombo, celebrat- 
ing their government’s stunning 
victory after more than 25 years 
of civil war that killed more than 
70,000 people. 

As government forces swept 
across the rebels’ last outposts in 
the northeast Sunday, the rebels 
admitted defeat and offered to lay 
down their guns. The government 
ignored the offer and raced to clear 
the last pockets of rebel resistance 
from the battlefield. 

But with rebel leader Velu- 
pillai Prabhakaran still at large, 
the threat of renewed guerril- 
la warfare remained. Several 
rebel fighters committed suicide 
when they were surrounded, but 
it wasn’t clear whether Prab-
